I got a letter the other day from 
a friend. He said, “You know, I 
have heard other preachers preach 
over the radio and they don’t keep 
on mentioning Jesus like you do. 
It’s just all the time Jesus, Jesus; 
why don’t you talk about some- 
thing else?’’ Well, the Lord has 
not called me to talk about any- 
thing else, and I do not have any- 
thing else to talk about. When I 
find something else to talk about 
I will quit the ministry and go to 
doing that: I have no other mes- 
sage. You take the message of Je- 
sus away from me and'I do not 
have any salvation for myself or 
for anyone else. But I believe in 
Jesus. He is my Saviour. He can 
be and. will be your Saviour also. 

I want to read you some verses 
of Scripture we call the Christmas 
story. I am sure that you remem- 
ber it is in the first chapter of 


_.. Matthew, beginning with the eigh- 


“Now. the birth of . Jesus 
Christ was on this wise: When 
as his: mother Mary was es- 
poused to Joseph, before they 
came together, she was found 
with child of the Holy Ghost. 


“Then Joseph her husband, 
being a just man, and not will- 
ing to make her a publick ex- , 
ample, was minded to put her 
away privily. 

“But while he thought on 
these things, behold, the angel 
of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a dream, saying, Joseph, 
thou son of David, fear not to 
take uuto thee Mary thy wife: 
for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost. 

“And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his’ 
name Jesus: for he shall save

(Matthew 1:18-21). 


Iam not going to read any more. 
Just take that last verse, the twen- 
ty-first verse: “She shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shall save 
his.people from their sins.’”’ I want 
to speak to you for just this little 
while on Jesus the Saviour, or Je- 
sus as Saviour, either way you 
want to put it. 


You will notice there are three 
things in this. text. Normally, I 
do not care whether you remember 
my outline as long as you remem- 
ber the general thoughts of the 
sermon. But this is one time I sure 
do want you to remember the out- 
line of the sermon. I could almost 
wish you were the class and I were 
your professor. Maybe I could be 
a Doctor then. I wish I could force 
you almost .to memorize these 
verses, then give you an examina- 
tion on-them, so that if you failed, 
you'd have to go back to them 
again. There are three things in 
this text, plain and simple so that 
you do not even have to be a 


| preacher’ to see thm. The first 


thing is, Jesus the Saviour. The 
second thing is, the salvation that 
Jesus the Saviour offers. The third 
thing is, the saved -— that is, the 
people to whom Jesus offers this 
salvation. The Saviour, the Salva- 
tion, the Saved. .

Now, if ever you saw a young 
man on the spot, this young man 
Daniel was really on the spot. He 
had been carried away captive 
from his own land into the land 
of the Chaldeans, over to the city 
of Babylon, more than a thousand 
miles away from home. And a 
thousand miles then was a long 
way from home. Bible scholars tell 
us that this young man Daniel 
was only about seventeen years of 
age and maybe not quite that, a 
captive at the hands of an invad- 
ing king, and a slave, now carried 
into a strange land. It was the 
custom of the kings of Babylon 
when they conquered a people to 
select the” finest, most promising,

‘Around Two HAundred. Public Professions; Twenty Pastors Plan 
Another Such Campaign; Most Converts Joining Local 
Churches. Rice-Shufelt Now in Union Revival, 


Elmira, New York. 


On Monday night, November 1, 
a great mass meeting for new 
converts was the closing service 
of the union revival in East Hunt- 
ington High School, Huntington, 


West Virginia, sponsored by twen~ 


ty churches. Many were the thrill- 
ing testimonies by new converts. 
and many Christians. told of the 


& | blessings they had received during 


the campaign. 


Dr. Stafford, co-chairman of the 
personal work committee, an- 
nounced that he had records of one 
hundred ninety-five public profes- 
sions; that of this number all but 
twenty-three or twenty-four were 
straight out conversions of people 
who had never made a profession 
of faith before. The twenty-three 
or twenty-four were backsliders.-re- 
turning to serve God. He thought 
there were probably twenty or 
twenty-five other conversions not 
recorded on cards. 


I think there were hundreds of 
other Christians who made a re- 
dedication of their lives to God, 
but none of these were counted; 
only those who came for the first 
time to claim Christ as Saviour, 
or others who admitted themselves 
outright backsliders no longer 
claiming to live a Christian life, 
were counted in the results. The 
invitations were always very clear- 
cut and definite. I took the hand 
of each person who came forward 
and talked to him or her briefly. 
Then they were led to the inquiry 
room where, with an open Bible, 
they were instructed, doubts were 
removed, and prayer was Offered. 
Then after the service I would go 
to the inquiry room and check up 
on the dealing with ‘each convert. 
Each one would rise and publicly 
confess Christ as Saviour. Every 
person who came on the invitation 
had their name, address, and 
church preference carefully re- 
corded. The record cards plainly 
stated whether the person who 
signed it came as a new convert, 
or whether he had previously made 
a profession of faith and came as 
a backslider. Each card was also 
checked as to the age group, adult, 
young person, senior, intermediate, 
or junior. Then when the cards 
were turned over to the pastor he 
had at hand full information when 
he received his cards. Each card 
showed a definite church prefer- 
ence, so there was never any diffi- 
culty in dividing up the cards. The 
work was very carefully done. The 
inquiry room work was done un- 
der the supervision of Rev. Bennett 
of the Main Street Methodist 
Church. . 


While the revival continued, the 
churches. were already beginning 
to have very definite results in new 
members. The Guyandotte Baptist 
Church had received twenty-five 
members with a prospect of three 
or four more. The Highlawn Bap- 
tist Church had received a similar 
number, I think. Other churches’

have it —- we need a Saviour more 
than we need life itself. Is not 
that right? We -need a Saviour 
infinitely more than we need life 
itself, because life (just to give 
you one reason),.at its very best, 
and which one of us has it at its 
very best, is but a mighty tempor- 
ary possession. 

We need a Saviour first of all 
because of the prevalence of sin, 
because we are all in sin, and it 
is eg eptrm we might as well 
admit it, and confess it, and stop 
denying it, it is impossible, we are 
SO constituted, psychologically, 


nervously, physically, mentally and 


Spiritually, we are so constituted 
that although the spirit may be 
ever so willing the flesh is fright- 
fully weak, that in our own 
strength, in our own wisdom, we 
cannot overcome sin and Satan. 
We may overcome certain sins, 
give up certain evil practices, deny 
ourselves some wicked pursuits, 
Dut take us as we are, sin has con- 
trol, sin has power, sin exercises 
dominion over much~of our lives, 
much of our activities. We need a 
Saviour who is stronger than sin. 

We need a Saviour because we 
are all- going to die. If the Lord 
Jesus withholds His coming every- 
one-of us is going to experience 
death. We are going to have to go 
through the valley of the shadow 
of death. That is the tragic event- 
uality for everyone save the child 
of God. If we are in the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, we know that He, who 
has kept us through life, who has 
walked with us, who has talked 
with us, who has an abode in our 
hearts, who has given. us the sus- 
tenance of His grace at all times, 
is not going to permit us to walk 
through the last black hour on 
earth, the hour of death all by our- 
selves. He will be right there with 
us. 


We need a Saviour who can rep- 
resent us at the judgment. ‘‘We 
must all appear before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ to give an ac- 
counting of the things done in the 
flesh, whether they be good or 
whether they be evil.’’

No won- 
der God could say, “Come now, and 
let us reason together, saith the 
LORD: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool.” 
No wonder John could say, “The 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.’’ There 
is perfect pardon. 


Then there is perfect peace. There 
is peace with ourselves. There is 
peace with each other. That peace 
with ourselves, that peace with 
each other is an outcome of the 
peace with God that is spoken of 
by Paul, “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” God has never promised us 
Christians complete relief and re- 
lease fron trouble, As a matter of 
fact, you know, those of you who 
read the Bible, that the Saviour 
definitely said that “in the world 
ye shall have tribulation.” But my 
friends, if we have the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as our personal Sav- 
iour, if we are children of God by 
faith in the Son of God, then all 
things must work together for good 
to them that love God who are.

That is what 
Paul meant when he said, “Work 
out your own salvation with fear 
and trembling. For it is God which 
worketh in you both to will and to 
do of his good pleasure.” Now tell 
me, where will you find a service 
more satisfactory than the service 
of the blessed Master? 


Listen, if the president of the 
United States, our great Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, were to stand, 
here in my place, in front of this 
radio, were to stretch out his hands 
to you in this crowd, and out yon- 
der in radio land, were to send out 
his smooth, melting, winning voice, 
and were to say, “Americans all 
men, women, children — I need 
you. I need your money; I need 
your time; I need your effort; I 
need your prayers; I need your 
tears, in order to make America 
safe for democracy, in order to 


that it ought to be.” What would 
you do? What would I do? Why, 
as one man we would leap to our 
feet and cry, “Mr. Roosevelt, if 
there is anything I can do for 
America, I will be glad to do it.”

ll. THE DEVIL'S BIDS FOR THIS 
YOUNG MAN. 


|. His First Bid Was to Compro- 


mise His Convictions. 


The first thing I know he said 
was, “Now Daniel, don’t be a fool 
and throw away the biggest Oop- 
portunity you ever had in your life. 
It-is a chance that comes to a 
young man only once in a life time 
and, Daniel, you can’t afford to 
Play the fool now. You had better 
compromise some things than to 
forfeit an opportunity like this.’ 
Was that right? Was the devil 
correct? Is it better to compro- 
mise than to lose some opportuni- 
ties? Or is it better to stand four- 
square for God and right and righ- 
teousness and principle? Is it bet- 
ter to go down fighting for the 
right or to succeed by compromis- 
ing? But Daniel knew what he be- 
lieved and he was determined, yes, 
“he purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself.” Oh, I 
like a young fellow who will take 
a stand and say, “No,” until it will 
make-both of the devil’s ears ring 
and tingle the rest of his days. Oh, 
to say, “‘No,” so it can be heard 
and understood! I tell you, one of 
the things we need in human life, 
in our Christian life — we need 
to know how and when to say, 
“No,”’ and to take a stand and 
stay put. That is. the kind of peo- 
ple that get somewhere in their 
Christian lives. — 


2. The Devil's Second Bid: ‘'Ev- 
erybody Else Does. 


I can imagine the devil saying 
again to Daniel, “Daniel, now this 
is the way everybody does it.” 
Have you ever heard that? ‘“Ev- 
erybody does it.”” How many times 
have you heard it? “Everybody 
does it.” 


I have two daughters, one of 
them is fourteen and the other is 
seventeen, Mary and Martha. I 
' ,. could never begin to tell you how 
- many times I have heard, “Daddy, 
everybody else does!’ We are 
mortally afraid to be different from 
> the rest of the crowd. Oh, how we. 
' are afraid of men! How we ar 
afraid of public opinion! How we 
are afraid of the scorn of the 
crowd! One of the things that has 
damned more lives, wrecked more 
souls is the fear of man. The wise 
man who wrote the Proverbs was 
right when he said, “The fear of 
man bringeth a snare.” It was the 
fear of man that made Peter deny 
His Lord that tragic night. One 
of the saddest chapters in that apos- 
tle’s whole life was when before the 
accusations of the mob, Peter fal- 
tered, was afraid, and finally swore 
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with bitter cursing and said that 
he never knew our Lord. Oh Peter 
just a little while ago vowed, 
“Lord, if all men forsake you, I 
will die for you.” But he was 
afraid of the crowd. 


It was the fear of man that 
Caused Pilate to turn the Lord over 
to the Jews to be crucified. One 
of the saddest things-in the gos- 
pel of John is where John said, 
“Many believed on him; but be- 
cause of the Pharisees they did 
not confess him for they loved the 
praise of men more than the praise 
of God.” 


At the head of the list of 
those cast into Hell in the twenty- 
first chapter of Revelation and the 
eighth verse is ‘the fearful.” I 
think there is a significance; “‘the 
fearful’ and the next is the ‘“‘un- 
believing.” I think God means to 
teach us there are more people in 
Hell because they are afraid, of 
man than anyother one reason. So 
God heads the list of that crowd 
with “the fearful’’— afraid of what 
people think; afraid to cut loose 
from the crowd; afraid people will 
think you are queer. I want to tell 
you tonight, young people, just as 
certainly as you take an out and 
out stand for the Lord, the whole 
world is going to think you are 
queer. If you can’t stand it you 
will never be a great Christian for 
this Book of, God says, “All that 
will live godly in Christ Je- 
sus shall suffer persecution.” But 
the thing I come back to say. 
is that it sends multiplied millions 
of people to Hell because they do 
not have courage to cut loose from 
the crowd and are swept on by 
the crowd because they do not have 
courage to take their stand for 
the Lord. It does take courage. The 
crowd has this idea of the thing: 
to be a Christian is too sissy. Re- 
ligion belongs to the weak-minded 
and nobody but the sissy and weak- 
minded is an out and out Christian. 
That is the attitude of the world. 
But listen, is that so! Just think 
with me. It doesn’t take a bit of 
courage to go along with the 
crowd. It takes no courage at all 
to be like other folks but it does 
take real honest-to-goodness cour- 
age and backbone to cut loose from 
the crowd, to give up friends when 
you know God is calling in another 
direction. It does take real courage 
to face the scoffing and fun-pok- 
ing and the frowns of the ungodly 
crowd.
